New Ogieans, Uctober 26.—The work of 
supplying the needy with rations, medi- 
cines, nurses, physicians, etc., to-day will 
be brought to an end so far as the Peabody, 
Howards, Ladies’ Physiological society and | 
steamboatmen are concerned. The New 
Orleans Central, the Young Men's Chris- 
tian, Peabody auxiliary society, Homeo- 
pathic relief, Hebrew benevolent society 
and several minor charitable  asso- 
ciations will continue their labors. 
At Stafford’s Point, near Harrison- 
burg, the fever has en raging for 
two months, Two deaths at Knights, also 
near Harrisonburg, six cases, all convales- 
cent. At Harrisonburg some fever, but is 
mostly in the adjacent country. At Duck 
Hill, several new cases. The local doctor is 
sick, and stimulants are wanted. At Fair- 
fax plantation, J. B. Sturges died at 6 p. m. 
Saturday. The Homeopathic relief associa- 
tion reports twelve new cases and one 
death. From Lebanon comes the news that 
Dr. J. R. Jones will, perhaps, be up to-mor- 
row. At Lebanon, the extraordinary fact 
is reported that in ‘one house 
wear town there are seventeen 
persons sick with the fever. The Homeo- 
pathic society has now 307 cases in charge, 
and will continuee to work till they are 
well. If it ismecessary to take up new cases 
it will be done, and as long as assistance is 
Tequired, the association will do all in its 
power tu render it.

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TYSON’S TRIP. 


Rough Time Among the Icebergs. — 
Wasuinerox, October 26.—Captain How- 
gate has received the following from Captain 
Tyson of the Florence, which vessel has 
just returned from an arctic expedition: 
“Providence, Mass., October 26.—Arrived 
here today. The Florence is leaking. We 
are out of provisions. All are well, and 
will be home 4s soon as possible. 
“GzorncE E. Tyson.” 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., October 26.—Cap- 
tain Tyson says that during the passage 
north nothing particular occurred. He ar- 
rived at Cumberland straits in safety and 
took on board a number of the native men 
and women to aid him in his labors. Ina 
few days he sailed for Disco. Many diffi- 
culties were encountered. He worked 
his way through two hundred miles 
of ice. Very heavy weather was en- 
countered during the whole passage. At 


Disco he expected to meet the expedition 
teamer, but she did not appear. After 
waiting in vain for many days, he started on 
his return on the 22d of August. Several 
terrific gales were experienced. One lasted 
four days, during which time the vessel was 
hove to, drifting helplessly among immense 
icebergs, whieh threatened every moment 


TO DESTROY THE FRAIL CRAFT. 


The sufferings of those on board cannot be 
adequately described. Death stared them 
in the face, while the gale increased in fury 
each day. They almost gave up in despair, 
and had not the vessel been of the strongest 
possible build it probably could not have 
weathered the gale; they finally arrived at 
Cumberland straits on the $list of August, 
and remained there nearly a fortnight rest- 
ing and recuperating. After a rough expe- 
rience, on September 12th, they sailed for 
home, and trouble began immediately, nor 
did it seem to end till they 
anchored in Provincetown harbor. On the 
passage heavy gales were experienced until 
St. James was reached. They arrived at 
the latter port September 26th, and re- 
mained till the 12th inst., not leaving there 
September 26th as reported. Soon after leay-

with, and others quickly followed, during 
one of which the vessel sprung a leak while 
south of Cable Island, since which they 
have been obliged to keep constantly at the 
pumps, and neither the captain nor the 
crew have had a full night's 
rest, and have removed their 
clothing but once, and then for only a short 
time. To add to their disco.:.fort their 
provisions fell short, and were entirely con- 
sumed before reaching here. Had they been 
out any longer they would have been 
obliged to eat skins they brought with them 
or starve.

Immediately in 
ront of the tent, upon the green sward, 
were stacks of arms, and, on the either side, 
a sentinel. This car was beautiful. The 
drapery of the throne and all of the invest- 
ments of royalty were superb. 
Next rode on a splendid steed, Ferdi- 
nand, King ef Spain, surrounded by the 
gallant knights who counted it hades hich 
est honor to fight for their king and their 
sweetest destiny to die forthe crosses that 
blazed on their dauntiess breasts. After 
the king. came a huge float of great height, 
which bore upon it the splendid Castle of 
Alhendin, in which the brave Quexada 
held out so long and heroically against the 
bloodthirsty Moors in their memorable 
siege of that stronghold. The base of the 
castle rested upon solid” rock, while its tur- 
ret soared above. Upon the tower, a senti- 
nel scanned the surrouuding expanse, and 
en thronged the battlements below

royal mistress, the queen. The enormous 
size of the castle drew forth ejaculations of 
admiration from the spectators.

A fever that spreads over great states, 
blockading for three long weary . months 
the great central river of the country 
and producing an almost incalculable 
amount of suffering and loss, is certainly 
a national calamity that demands the 
attention of congress. No one state can 
keep out the deadly poison; no. one state 
is prepared to make an inquiry that 
would be useful as a basis for effectual 
legislation. It is emphatically a subject 
that the general government should 
take into consideration. Mr. Hart- 
ridge’s bill that grew out of the 
Savannah epidemic is good enough 
as far as it goes, but something 
more stringent and comprehensive is 
plainly needed. What that something is 
will perhaps be determined by the com- 
missioners that Surgeon-General Wood- 
worth has put in the field. They are in- 
vestigating the subject of yellow fever in 
general, and the receding epidemic in 
particular. A disease that attacks for the 
first time to any considerable extent 
acclimated persons, young children and 
colored people, certainly needs looking 
into, especially when no two physicians 
are entirely agreed as to its character. 

Very favorable reports come from the 
commissioners, who are notonly scientists 
of acknowledged standing, but are 
fearless and energetic’ men. They 
had a tedious task in New Orleans 
going from house to house, gather- 
ing the evidence establishing the first 
group of cases of yellow tever 
in that city. 
and their sanitary engineer are now di- 
vided into two parties. One has gone up 
the river to visit Plaqnemme, Baton 
Rouge and Vicksburg, while the other 
will visit Port Gibson, Canton and Jackson, 
both to meet at Vicksburg for consultation. 
Again separating, two members will pro- 
ceed up the river to Memphis, visiting 
Greenville and other places on the route, 
while the other two will go by rail to 
Memphis, taking in Greenville and Holly 
Springs on the way. Dr. Harris, presi- 
dent of the American public health asso- 
ciation, will start the first of next week 
with one or two assistants, and after vis- 
iting Gallipolis, Cincinnati, Louisville 
and Chattanooga, will join the ¢ommis- 
sioners at Memphis. 

The Begus Greenbackers’ Burlesque. 

“A party,” says an Arnold organ, 
“must be judged by its record.” This is 
what we have been insisting upon from 
the first, and it is what we shall insist 
upon at the last. Parties; no less than 
individuals, are compelled to stand or 
fall by their record. This is why we are 
so steadfastly earnest in our advocacy of 
democratic unity and harmony; this is 
why we have so persistently opposed in- 
dependentism in Georgia and in the 
south. The record of the democratic par- 
ty since the war, to go back no further, 
is perfect. It has been the salvation of 
this section. It has literally saved the 
states that were disestablished and well- 
nigh ruined by republican misrule 
and carpet-bag plunderers. With- 
out it the south would he 
a complete political wreck. We have no 
patience, therefore, with any movement 
which has for its intent and purpose the 
disruption of ihe democratic party. We 
regard it with far less favor than we do 
the radical party itself. Opposition from 
the republicans is to be expected; it is 
legitimate; it is open and above board, 
When a man tells us he is a republican, 
we know precisely where hestands. We 
know he is opposed to the democracy 
and to the best interests of the country; 
we know that he is opposed to the pros- 
perity and material progress of the peo- 
ple. Weknow precisely where he stands. 
But when a man professing to be 
a democrat attempts to break up the 
party on the ground that organization 
corrupts the people, itis as much as we 
can do to pause and argue with him. 
The independents and the republicans 
have one common cause—the demorali- 
zation of the democratic party. When 
that is accomplished, all is accomplished 
that the radicals have been contending 
for for years. Itis for this reason that 
th republican organs are gloating over the 
condition of things in Georgia. It is 
for this reason that repub- 
licans consider themselves the 
natural allies of the independents. Take 
the case of Dr. Felton. He 
declares himself to be a democrat, and 
yet during this campaign, as heated and 
as suggestive as it has been, he has never 
said a word in favor of democracy. In 
endeavoring to secure the republican 
vote he has forgotten democratic princi- 
ples, and his campaign, from first to last, 
has beena consistent attempt to break 
down the very party to which he says he 
belongs, and with which he caucuses, 
and with which he votes. His’ 
opposition and the opposition of 
all independents to the democratic 
organization is merely a matter 
of ambitious pretense. They want office 
and they believe the people are confes- 
sedly confident enough to break down 
the party in order to satisfy the whims of 
a greedy office-seeker. So much for in- 
dependentism, pure and simple. 

The Arnold organ from which we 
quoted in the outset says “a party must 
“he judged by its record.”

Senator McDonald’s Return Home— 
The Hoosier Politicians ih a Bunch. 


Special Correspondence of the Cincinnati En- 


quirer. 
INDIANAPOLIS, October 22, 1878. 

Senator McDonald is at home again from 
the east, where he has been looking after the 
affairs of the national democratic commit- 
tee. I met him at the Bates house at din- 
ner to-day, and called his attention to the 

aragraph in the Enquirer asking ‘‘whether 
1e or Mr. Hendricks represented the Indi- 
ana democracy,” and intimating that he 
was gorging the eastern democracy with 
hard-money utterances and national bank 
advocacy. 

“If your people can find any utterance of 
mine ever made in favor of national banks 
I will pay them well forit. Il have never 
said one word in favor of national banks or 
their money.” | 

“I understand the senator to demand a 
national currency convertible into coin,” 
interposed Senator Voorhees. 

‘You mean a treasury note, do you not?’ 
remarked Mr. Hendricks, who was present. 

“IT mean,” said Mr. McDonald, ‘that if 
we are to have a paper currency, that it be 
a treasury note, but that convertible.” 

“One of the queries in the paragraph is 
whether you or Mr. Hendricks represents 
the democracy in this state.” 

“We both represent the party. If it is 
not exactly with me,I am with it, for 
Voorhees and the measures of the party.’’ 

Just at this moment Governor Hendricks 
was called out, so the party had no expres- 
sion from him. 

“Did you see the printed statement. that 
the SS has said that the next heuse 
will republican by a small majority?”

How One was Made Worth Six Thou- 
sand Dollars. 

Dead wood Correspondence Indianapolis News. 

This is the richest gold country in the 
world. There are now 1,050 stamp mills in 
operation in a circuit of three miles; each 
stamp will work one and a half tons of ore 
in twenty-four hours at $10 per ton yield. 

Our cabin is on Deadwood gulch. Last 
week we went over to “False Bottom,” and 
laid off a claim. 1 carried the tape line 
and compass. I stepped on a mountain 
“live-for-ever,” and my heels went up and 
my head went down in such a way that 
made me think my wife was about to real- 
ize on my 5,000 policy in the Accidental 
life. The sample quartz on this claim as- 
sayed $30.14 to the ton. 

You can see several sorts of weather going 
on at the same time here. One thing is 
certain, it rains every other day. To-day 
while it is raining, half way up the moun- 
tain the sun is shining brightly down in the 
guiches. I promised you to report concern- 
ing the making of a gold brick. I have 
been to Lancaster’s mill in Blacktail guich 
and saw it done. Lancaster is ene of the 
oldest and most experienced gold hunters 
on the globe. He has been everywhere, 

But to the brick. The amalgam com- 
posed of gold and. quicksilver was. put into 
a retort red het, the quicksilver raising and 
running off through a pipe. The pure bul- 
lion was then turned out into an iron pan, 
where it looked like a fine loaf of Boston 
brown bread. Its weight was 379% ounces, 
It was then re-melted and molded into 
briek shape, making, when turned out of 
the’ mold, a brick 1% inches thick, four 
inches wile and eight inches long, and 
worth here $6,551. What would the brick- 
layers’ union charge for laying brick like 
this? We put it in a bag and started with 
it for Deadwood. .
